One minister, who had been in 
tici-sonal contact with Sinn Fein opin- 
ion, said he was informed that it was 
the real intention o£ itu leaders to se- 
cure a plebiscite of the Irish people 
atter n further exchange of notes and 
in insure thai such plebiscite result 
in a mandate for a conference.

3n the latest Sinn Fein note were refer- 
red to the premier, he said it was ne- 
;essa.ry to Impose a time limit and as- 
certain beyond doubt whether the Sinn 
Fein was prepared to remain within 
the empire. If so. a permanent settle- 
ment was undoubtedly possible.

not. further negotiations were useless. 
The cabinet therefore should make 
another effort to secure an agreement 
on this point, with all the blessings of 
peace *n follow.

made up their minds, and the decision

Dublin, Sept. 7. — Word from In- 


verness that the British cabinet had 
appointed a committee to deal with 
Mr. DeValera's reply lend, strength 
to the optimism in Dublin that the 
negotiations will not be broken off. 
Members of the Sinn Fein continue to 
profess confidence in the ultimate re- 
sult and declare that they do not ex- 
pect renewal of the warfare, 


While there has been little public 


criticism here of the method of con- 
ducting the negotiations, some ot the 
Sinn Feiners have expressed them- 
selves in private that whiie they real- 
ize Mr. DeValera is striving (or the 
best settlement possible, there has 
been over-much weight attached to 
what 
they 
consider non-essentials, 


such as naval and air service arrange- 
ments. In their opinion, more atten- 
tion should be given to freedom of 
trade, for which Ireland is anxious, 
and to the questions of Ireland's share 
in the national debt and Ireland's 
contribution to the Imperial treasury. 
On all these matters, it is pointed 
out, 
there is a possibility of bargain- 


ing with the British government.

Mr, Mellon 
will be on hand prepared to discuss 
those suggestions, the estimates as re- 
vised after the "White House confer- 
ence- on August 9. and the tax bill as 
passed by the house. 
The senate commltUe completed 


preliminary consideration of the house 
measure today, but decided to post- 
pone any decision on the 
various 


changes made by the house Until after 
the treasury secretary baa been heard. 


Suggestions originally presented to 


the house committee by Mr. Mellon 
were built around an estimated tax 
yield requirement of approximately 
(3,700,000.000 next year, or some 
$790,000,000 more than provided for 
in the house WH. They contempla-ted 
new sources of revenue such as a one- 
cent increase in first class postage, a 
stamp tax of two cents on each bank 
check, and a. graduate license tax on 
automobiles to average $10 yearly for 
each machine, and increased levies on 
cigarettes and smoking and chewing 
tobacco to yield an additional 150,00V 
000 annually. 
The original total tax yield as given 
by .Mr. Mellon is approximately that 
which acme- members of the senate 
committee believe will be necessary 
next year. 
Others, and particularly 
the Democrats, now believe that ap- 
proximately four billions of dollars will 
have to be raised from internal taxes 
unless the government is to face a 
huge deficit at the end of this fiscal 
year. 
After Secretary Mellon has been 


heard tomorrow, the committee will 
get down to revising the house meas- 
ure and considering -general questions 
of policy. Chairman Penrose said It 
was the purpose to have the bill ready 
for the senate when congress recon- 
venes September 21, 
It was understood 
that Senator 


Smoot, Republican of Utah, informed 
the committee today that he would 
present his sales tax plan. 


Chairman Penrose said, however, 


that the position taken by Postmaster 
General Hays in an address last night 
at Cleveland that eventually the gov- 
ernment should raise more of its reve- 
nue through some form of direct tax 
on the production or consumption of 
goods was a logicil one. He added 
that the law now in the making was 
designed primarily to afford speedy 
reliet-from burdensome war taxes.

;HEMICAL INDUSTRY 
FACES DESTRUCTION 


American Chemictl Society CauV on 


Congress to Enact Pro- 


tective Embargo 


New York, Sept. T. 
The Ameri- 


can Chemical society today called on 
congress to save by a protective em- 
bargo America's organic chemical in- 
dustry, alleged to be threatened with 
destruction by Germany. 


This appeal was contained in a 


resolution adopted at a conference of 
the society after Francis P. Garvan, 
'ormer alien property custodian, had 
harged In an address that the Ger- 
nan dye monopoly controlled certain 
members of congress and that Ger- 
man agents were once more plotting 
against America's security. 


Another resolution urged upon the 


coming disarmament conference is the 
'roost serious consideration of the 
broad question ot chemical disarma- 
ment as affected by the development 
and maintenance of the chemical In- 
dustries by the seven nations." 


Adoption of this resolution was 


followed by the reading of a welco 
ng letter from President Harding to 
the American chemists and men ol 
science from Great Britain and Can- 
.da assembled with them. 
"Probably none of the materialistic 


sciences holds promise of so great 
contributions to human welfare In the 
coming generation as that which your 
organization represents," 
wrotp the 


President, "The developments of ap- 
plied chemistry solve both the pos- 
ilbillty of vastly increased hun'ors in 
human conflict and ultimately ines- 
timable benefits to a peaceful civili- 
zation. Let us hope that a science so 
fraught with either good or vicious 
possibilities may return through the 
wisdom of the nations to thn benefit 
and advancement of mankind." 


Gompers Sayt Perthing's General- 


ship Is Much Better on Bat- 


tlefield Than at Table 


Washliujton, Sept, T. — General 


Pershlng and Samuel Gompers had a 
tilt last night at a dinner stvcn at 
the conclusion of the exercises hero 
cetcbratinB Lafayetie-Marne day. At 
least, official Washington regards it 
as a clash over the question ot wheth- 
er labor won the war, 


Mr. Gompers had spoken on the af- 


ter dinner program and while ho 
made no claim that labor won the 
war, h edid tell of the record of the 
American Federation Of Labor during 
;he war and declared that previous 
to the entry of the United States its 
sympathy was \vith the cause of the 
tl lies. 


General Pershtnsr, however, appar- 


sntly regarded Mr, Gompers' remarks 
as a. claim that labor won the war, 
Some of those who heard his re- 
marks quote him as having said sub- 
stantially: 
''The policies of this republic are 
not determined by labor unions or by 
any other- organizations; but by the 
consensus of opinion of its patriotic 
citltens of whatever affiliations. 


"I want to say that every Ameri- 


can is a patriot whether he belongs 
to some tabor 'organization or Is just 
an ordinary citizen and that It is not 


question of labor, it Isn't a ques- 


tion ot any organization, it isn't a 
question of whether we belong to some 
association or not. 
"It is a question of whether we 


are loyal citizens of the United States. 
I aih here to say to you that the 
members of the labor unions were 
not the .only ones who won the war. 
It was the citizens who inherited their 
patriotism 
from 
their forefathers, 


who came across in the Mayflower 
and helped determine and decide the 
independence of America as well as 
those who have adopted American 
institutions as their own. It seems to 
be about time for us to rise up and 
say that America shall be ruled and 
governed by American citizens and 
not by organizations which have their 
own selfish purposes to serve." 


The incident, however, did not de- 


velope Into a debate and ended with 
General Pershing'e speech, 


Mr. Compere Talks. 


Late today, MI1. Gompers issued 


the following statement: 
"General 'Pershlng Is quoted In the 


newspapers today as having said, 'II 
wasn't labor that won the war. It 
seems to mo it's time for someone to 
say that it wasn't this association or 
that which won tho war—It was tho 
loyalty 
Of all the straightforward 


American citizens which brought suc- 
cess to the Allied cause.' 


"It Is to be presumed that those 


who read the extract from General 
Pershing's speech at the IJafayeUe- 
Mttrne day banquet concluded that in 
my address which preceded I hac 
mafle- the claim that labor won the 
war* 


"Of course, I made no such state- 


ment, and much a» I regret the ne- 
cessity of saying so, there waa no 
ground for the rather testy remarks 
of the leader whom wa all admire 
and to whom we all owe a great debt 


"With everything: elao contained Ii 


General Pershing'a speech I fount 
myself in full accord, 
I regret ex 


ceedlngly that he should have mad' 
It necessary 
Kor 
me to make this 


statement. I have been proud of the 
record or labor during the war. I 
was a magnificent record, unsurpass 
ed by labor anywhere, unequalled hi 
labor in any other country. 
I an 


proud that this record should havi 
been made by American labor, Tha 
I repeat and shall repeat wheneve 
It aeems opportune or necessary,

POSSIBLE MURDER CLEW 


Examination of Wllkes-Barre Burglars 


May Throw Ugtat on Weld- 


mum Case. 


• The following press dispatch of Wed- 
nesday may, it Is believed, throw some 
light on the murder In Scranton of 
Ha-ry y. TVeidman of this city, which, 
after more than two weeks, has ap- 
peared to be as far from solution as 
Jt was on the morning following the 
commission of the crime: 


"ft'ilkes-Barre, Pa., Sept. 6.—Exam- 


ination of John GafEney, a steel work- 
er of Syracuse, and John Sadoivsfci, a 
miner of Nanucoke, in police court 
today in connection with the theft of 
54,000 worth of jewelry Saturday from 
Jerome Mayer, a jeweler with a store 
on the Public sq.uare, revealed that 
they wete both in Scranton at the time 
of the murder of Harry P. Wcidman 
of Oneonta, *• They admitted that they 
arrived about a, week before and re- 
mained some time after the crime was 
committed. 


Efforts of the -county authoiitles, 


aided by the state police, to determine 
whether the men had any further 
knowledge of the crime were futile. 
Wilkes-Barre officials at once com- 
municated vi-ith the Scranton police 
and a joint Investigation was begun. 
A third member of the trio that rob- 
bed Mayer ie still at large and Is 
known aa "Walter" Smith, alias Wal- 
ter Harvey, according to the police, 
and Is said to have a criminal record. 
Smith met Gaffney In Syracuse last 


July, where they schemed the rob- 
bery of Mayer and thea they came and 
later stole an automobile in Phila- 
delphia. According to GafEney's story, 
they went to Scranton nfter it and 
remained until they came here to rob 
Mayer, who fought the three of them 
and recovered his property.
